Now you stand outside the prison—free—with five dollars in your 
pocket.

You have no job and five dollars will pay for no more than three 
meals and a night’s lodging. You can’t travel far in search of a job— 
not if you pay fare. 

Nobody will employ you if your record is known. You are branded.

friends who are loyal after a lapse of five years. 

You are an outcast. All peace officers regard you as a criminal still.

These are your thoughts as you stand there in front of the prison. 
And your joy in freedom turns to the bitterness of despair. You are 
broke; you have no job; there is no honest thing you can do except beg. 
And you will be arrested for that. ; 

What will you do? Imagine yourself standing there and try to think 
what you would do. 

What would you do—standing there with cold fear gripping your 
heart and your spirit heavy with desperation and bitterness—if some 
Stranger approached and called you Pal and offered to advance any rea- 
sonable sum of money against the day when you would earn it as a 
member of the gang?
